Navigation Conditions on the Hudson Bay Route from the 
Atlantic Seaboard to the Port of Churchill 
Season of Navigation, 1946 


Synopsis of Report 
OPENING OF NAVIGATION 


The change from winter conditions extended, as usual, over a period of 
several weeks and during that time the quantity and state of drifting ice varied 
from day to day according to the influence of winds and currents. 


The dates of the final disappearance of ice from the vicinity of the reporting 
stations were as follows:—

Hudson Strait, General— 

The C.G.S. NV. B. McLean sighted a great number of icebergs off the northern 
Labrador Coast on her trip north in July. Numerous bergs and 
growlers were sighted in Hudson Straits with much open water when 
visibility permitted. In August no ice was sighted in the western part 
of the Straits nor was any reported by other ships in the vicinity. 


CLOSING OF NAVIGATION 
Hudson Bay 

Chesterfield Inlet—Reported the Harbour and Bay frozen over to the 
horizon on November 6. 

Churchill—Reported the Bay and Harbour still clear of ice on November 30. 

Port Harrison—Reported heavy packed ice with open leads on August 8th. 
This ice was replaced by shore ice and by December 31 it extended to . 
the islands off shore. On this date open water was still visible beyond 
islands. 

Nottingham Island—Light ice was beginning to form along the shore in the 
early part of November. Close packed ice was reported extending to 
horizon on November 13. 
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Cape Hope Advance--Reported some slob ice in a northwesterly directio 
with open water to the north on November 28. . 


Resolution—Reported on November 20 that slob ice was visible in the 
strait. November 29 close packed slob ice extended to horizon.

_ The explosive bomb signal which was installed at Resolution in 1935 is still 
in operation. It can be heard at a distance of between five and six miles and is 
fired at intervals of ten minutes on request of ships approaching Acadia Cove. 


SHIPPING 


Shipping for 1946 resumed comparable pre-war levels with 43 arrivals and 
departures at Churchill. 


The Hillcrest Park, the second ship to arrive at Churchill on August 12, 
made a double voyage during the season of navigation. The first ship, the 


Mount Revelstoke Park, arrived Churchill on August 10 and the last ship 
leaving Churchill was the Hillcrest Park on September 19. 


All grain vessels made an average passage of four days between Resolution 
and Churchill with no accidents being reported during the 1946 season of 


navigation.

N. B. McLEAN, CAPTAIN C. A. CARON, MASTER, 
VOYAGE TO HUDSON BAY AND STRAIT, 1946 


June 29, 1946, the N. B. McLean left Quebec at 6.30 a.m. for the annual 
northern trip to the Hudson Bay and Strait. At 11.13 a. m. Coudres Island 
was abeam and Red Islet was passed at 4.45 p.m. 


June 30, 10.12 a.m., 5-8 miles off Pointe des Monts on course 067 true. 
Abeam West Point 9.03 p.m. course 090 true and at 10.43 p.m. passed 3 miles 
off North Point on course 091 true. Midnight position was latitude 49° 59’ 48” 
north, longitude 63° 48’ 48’’ west. Average speed 9-5 knots. 


July 1, Ship on course 090 true and at 8.22 a.m. passed 8-5 miles off 
Natashquan Point with fair visibility. Passed through thick fog 2.25 p.m. and 
arrived off Cape Whittle 3.00 p.m. on course 049 true. Thick fog shutting in 
at 8.00 p.m. and speed decreased to an average of 3 knots. Midnight position 
latitude 50° 29’ 00” north, longitude 58° 25’ 30” west. 


July 2, Ship on course 049 true with an average speed in fog 5 knots. Noon 
off Point Amour, on course 065 true and speed 5 knots. Arrived Cape Norman 
at 5.08 p.m. and anchored for the night awaiting better landing conditions. 


July 3, Too much swell to load boats alongside and ship remained at anchor 
for the day awaiting better conditions. 


July 4, Ship at anchor Cape Norman. ‘Tried to land supplies at 8.00 a.m. 
but too much swell to load boats. Commenced landing supplies 3.00 p.m. and 
by 5.30 p.m. all supplies were ashore. 


July 5, Left Cape Norman at 3.30 a.m., proceeded to S.W. Belle Isle and 
anchored there at 7.15 a.m. Commenced landing passengers and supplies. 


July 6, Finished landing supplies at Cape Norman at 1.00 p.m. and then 
proceeded Cape Bauld, anchoring there at 3.00 p.m. We commenced landing 
supplies but by 7.00 p.m. the swell was so heavy we proceeded to Cape Raven 
for shelter. 


July 7, Proceeded to Cape Bauld and landed remainder of supplies and then 
back to Cape Raven. Anchoring at the Cape, the gyro compass, which had been 
giving trouble, was stopped and cleaned. 


July 8, Anchored Cape Raven. 


July 9, Left Cape Raven at 9.30 a.m., proceeded towards 8.W. Belle Isle. 
Arriving 8.W. Belle Isle, we landed the Doctor to take care of a sick man and 
then proceeded to N.E. Belle Isle. After landing oil and supplies at the station 
we remained at anchor for the night. 


July 10, Left N.E. Belle Isle at 8.00 a.m. and commenced calibrating the 
Radio Direction Finding Station. Fog prevented completion of the calibrating 
and so returned to anchor in Lark Cove. 


July 11, Left Lark Cove at 7.00 a.m. and completed calibration of the Belle 
Isle Direction Finding Station at 12.30 p.m. From Belle Isle, proceeded north 
passing 3 miles off Double Island on course 000 true. At 9.35 p.m. 3-5 miles 
off Roundhill Island. Midnight position latitude 53° 40’ 20” north, longitude 
53° 49’ 30’ west. 


July 12, Passed Gready Island at 5.30 a.m., Georges Island at 9.00 a.m. and 
anchored Saddle Island at 11.30 a.m. in order to check Shag Rock buoy. After 
painting the buoy we left Saddle Island, passed Eskimo Island 5.15 p.m. and 
anchored for the night off Green Island.

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July 13, Left Green Island at daylight and proceeded to Brule Point. While 
anchored at the Point, one launch took supplies to the base and the other worked 
on buoys near the ship. 


July 14 and 15, Remained at anchor Brule Point, strong N.W. and N.E. 
winds preventing any work being done on buoys. 


July 16, Motor boat sent to N.W. River to get a scow required for unloading 
a truck for the base. While the truck was being taken ashore, two buoys were 
placed. 


July 17, Launch returned with scow to N.W. River, replacing missing buoys 
and painting others while en route. 


July 18, Left Brule Point and proceeded N.W. River where fresh water was 
boated until 10.00 p.m. Remained at anchor for the remainder of the night 
while gyro compass technician, who came aboard several days before, com- 
pleted repairs on the compass. 


July 19, Left N.W. River at 6.00 a.m. and with rain and light fog proceeded 
Cullingham Cove. Remained at anchor Cullingham Cove until July 23 making 
further tests on gyro compass. 


July 23, After landing gyro compass technician at Rigolet we proceeded 
north. Passed Georges Island 10.00 a.m., off East Rock 1.30 p.m. and passed 
2-5 miles off Bulldog Island at 3.30 p.m. Course 000 true and average speed 
10 knots. Midnight position latitude 56° 03’ north, longitude 57° 50’ west. 


July 24, Ship on course 330 true with average speed of 9-5 knots, passing 
through strings of open ice and growlers. Open water reached at position 
latitude 57° 07’ north, longitude 59° 00’ west, on course 330 true. Arrived at 
edge of ice field at 8.00 p.m. position latitude 58° 40’ north, longitude 60° 50’ 
west. Course altered to 070 true for 20 miles then to 000 true while passing 
through strip of loose ice. Midnight position latitude 58° 59’ north, longitude 
60° 13’ west. 


July 25, Ship on course 330 true steaming in open ice and fog at various 
speeds according to the visibility. Midnight position latitude 60° 35’ north, 
longitude 62° 25’ west. 


July 26, Proceeding through fog and ice at various speeds and courses 
averaging 300 true. With bearings given every four hours by Cape Hopes 
Advance and Resolution Island Direction Finding Stations we arrived 10 miles 
off Resolution Island in thick fog, and at midnight the ship was stopped until 
daylight. 


July 27, Ship stopped in fog. At 4.00 a.m. proceeded on course 270 true at 
various speeds through ice and fog. At 12.44 p.m. fog lifted and we proceeded 
full ahead through scattered ice towards Resolution Island. At 4.40 p.m. 0-5 
miles off Acadia Cove with ice everywhere in both East and West Passage as well 
as the landing. Unable to make landing consequently left for Cape Hopes 
Advance. Midnight position latitude 61° 18’ north, longitude 66° 39’ west. 


July 28, Ship steaming through open ice until arrival off Cape Hopes 
Advance at 10.25 a.m. With ice lying off shore about one mile, supplies and 
personnel were landed, then, since the ice was closing inshore, the boats were 
taken aboard and we proceeded towards Wakeham Bay. Midnight position 
latitude 62° 04’ north, longitude 71° 08’ west. 


July 29, Ship underway towards Wakeham Bay with ice extending about 
20 miles off the southern coast. Arrived Wales Island at 5.30 a.m. and after 
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servicing the light proceeded to the R.C. Mission at Wakeham Bay where 
provisions were landed. Leaving the Mission, we anchored at the head of the 
Bay and made ready to boat fresh water. 


July 30, Boated 150 tons of fresh water while at anchor at the head of 
Wakeham Bay. 


July 31, Leaving Wakeham Bay at 4.45 a.m., we found open water with ice 
extending 20 miles off the coast. Entered clear water at 8.34 a.m., course 101 
true, proceeding Resolution Island. Many large bergs were seen in open ice on 
both sides of our course in the vicinity of Gabriel Strait. Midnight position 
latitude 61° 25’ north, longitude 66° 21’ west. 


August 1 to 7, Ship anchored Acadia Cove supplying information to ships 
regarding navigation conditions and waiting for an opportunity to recalibrate 
Resolution Island Direction Finding Station. Supplies were landed and all 
necessary shore work was completed but no calibration was made since rain and 
fog prevailed during our entire stay at this station. 


August 7, Left Acadia Cove at 4.00 p.m. steaming in open water and clear 
weather until 5.30 p.m. At 5.30 p.m. entered dense fog on course 270 true. 

August 8, Position at midnight latitude 61° 21’ north, longitude 57° 18’ 
west. Ship on course 270 true with speed according to visibility. Calm weather 
with fog and drizzle prevailed. Made an attempt to anchor at noon and again 
at 6.00 p.m. but as there was a heavy surf breaking on shore returned to a position 
off Cape Hopes Advance for the night. 

August 9 to 11, Anchored off Cape Hopes Advance in Diana Bay landing 
supplies at the Radio Direction Finding Station. 

August 11, Left Cape Hopes Advance at 2.00 p.m. for Charles Island. 

August 12, Lighted Charles Island East and West End lights. After 
servicing the lights proceeded towards Erik Cove. 

August 13 to 15, Anchored Erik Cove 7.45 a.m. and landing all provisions 
for the R.C. Mission at Ivugivik. Took aboard Eskimo family for Nottingham 
but as weather conditions were unfavourable at that station for landing we 
remained at anchor, boating fresh water at Erik Cove. 

August 15 to 19, Left Hrik Cove and anchored at Nottingham Island Radio 
Station. Commenced landing supplies and personnel immediately. 

August 19, Left Nottingham Island at 3.55 a.m. and returned to Erik Cove 
where the gyro compass was stopped and cleaned. 

August 20, Left Erik Cove to service lights on Digges Island. There was 
too much surf at Digges Island and we carried on to Mansel Island. After 
servicing Mansel Light at 4.00 p.m. we steamed towards Coats Island. 

August 21, Serviced Coats Island light at 7.00 a.m. then proceeded back to 
Digges Island. 

August 22 to 26, Serviced Digges Island light, then proceeded to Erik Cove 
anchoring there at noon to await completion of shore work at Nottingham 
Island Radio Station. 

August 26, Left Erik Cove for Nottingham Island. Recalibrated visual 
sector of the Direction Finding Station. Fog closed in at 4.00 p.m. and as there 
was a fresh S.W. wind we returned to Erik Cove for shelter. 

August 27, Remained at Erik Cove boating fresh water as weather un- 
favourable for carrying on work at Nottingham Island. 

August 28, Left Erik Cove and proceeded Nottingham Island, completed 
calibration of this station, took aboard personnel that were servicing station and 
left for Cape Hopes Advance at 6.00 p.m.

August 30, At 6.30 a.m. ship stopped at Cape Hopes Advance Radio Station. 
Landed personnel and remainder of supplies and completed the recalibration 
of the station. This work completed at 6.35 p.m., proceeded back to Nottingham 
Island. 

August 31, Arrived Nottingham Island 11.30 p.m. and anchored for the night. 


September 1 to 3, The N. B. McLean, after taking aboard personnel at 
Nottingham, proceeded to Southampton, arriving there at 9.45 a.m. Landed 
personnel and took aboard fifteen tons of cargo. 

September 3 to 5, After taking on passengers and baggage at Southampton 
we left at 10.30 a.m. for Churchill. The trip to Churchill was made with the 
best of weather conditions. 

September 5 to 19. Arrived Churchill at 2 p.m. While remaining at 
Churchill the crew was kept busy cleaning and painting the ship in pre-war 
colours. All harbour buoys were painted and the Harbour Light checked and 
found in good condition. 

September 19 to 20, After calibrating Churchill Direction Finding Station 
over an arc limited at either extremity by shallow water, we proceeded towards 
Nottingham Island. ' 

September 21, Encountering a heavy N.E. gale, we reduced speed for an 
hour between 2 p.m. and 3 p.m. as the ship was rolling and pitching heavily. 

September 22, Upon arrival at Nottingham Island, the Doctor was sent 
ashore to attend a native with broken legs. All fresh supplies were landed and 
then, taking on board the injured native, we proceeded towards Coral Harbour. 


September 23 to 26, Arrived Coral Harbour, Southampton Island, in the 
forenoon. Landed fifteen tons of provisions for the R.C. Mission and the 
Hudson’s Bay Post. 

September 26, Left Southampton Island and proceeded towards Erik Cove 
with cargo for the Ivugivik R.C. Mission. 

September 27 to 28, Landed provisions Erik Cove and then proceeded 
towards Wakeham Bay. ; 

September 29, After boating fresh water and landing provisions at Wakeham 
Bay R.C. Mission, we left at 3 p.m. for Cape Hopes Advance. 


September 30, Arriving Cape Hopes Advance, fresh provisions were landed 
au returning personnel taken aboard, after which we proceeded to Resolution 
sland. 


October 1, Anchored at 11 a.m. Acadia Cove, Resolution Island. After 
completing all work at the radio station we left at 1.00 p.m. for Quebec. 

October 2, Noon position latitude 57° 25’ north, longitude 59° 27’ west. 

October 3, Noon position latitude 53° 54’ north, longitude 54° 52’ west.

October 4, Noon position latitude 50° 10’ north, longitude 59° 30’ west. 


October 5, Noon position latitude 49° 23’ north, longitude 66° 46’ west. 
We ran into haze and light fog in the evening while off Father Point after having 
had clear weather all the way from Belle Isle. Light fog and haze continued 
until our arrival Quebec. 


October 6, Arrived Kings Wharf, Quebec, at noon, thus ending another 
very successful trip in the Hudson Bay and Strait. 

Hours underway during entire trip: 905 hours 26 minutes. 

Distance steamed: 7,639-5 nautical miles.

Icr CoNnDITIONS 


On our way north at the beginning of July we were in fog between Cape 
Whittle and Cape Norman and no icebergs were sighted but when the fog cleared 
on July 2 at Cape Norman a large berg and growlers were sighted two miles off 
the Cape. On July 5 while off pege Isle 20 large bergs were seen 10 to 20 miles 
west of Belle Isle, most of them, in €ié vicinity of Chateau Bay. On the following 
day three big bergs were observed near the landing at the west end of Belle Isle. 
On July 10, while calibrating the Direction Finding Station, 15 bergs of various 
sizes were in sight west and north west of Belle Isle and three large bergs east 
south east from the south east end of the Island. 


July 11 on our way north from Belle Isle 20 bergs were seen between noon 
and darkness on each side of course 000 true and on the following day many fair 
sized bergs were sighted inside Gannet Islands up to Georges Island. 


Leaving Cullingham Cove on July 23, from latitude 54° 30’ north, longitude 
56° 15’ west, the bergs were so numerous that it was difficult to keep track of 
them. Around Bulldog Island there were about 50 bergs. Icebergs were 
constantly observed on either side of course 330 true until dark. 


July 24 from latitude 56° 43’ north, longitude 58° 29’ west to latitude 57° 07’ 
north, longitude 57° 00’ west we encountered strings of scattered ice with many 
bergs and growlers. North of the latter position we were in clear water. At 
position latitude 57° 18’ north, longitude 59° 10’ west, although still in open 
water, several bergs were sighted on either side of course 330 true. 


At 9.00 p.m., on July 25, we arrived at the edge of field ice in latitude 
58° 40’ north, longitude 60° 50’ west which extended to the shore in a south- 
westerly direction. At latitude 60° 00’ north, longitude 60° 00’ west, after 
steaming along the edge of the field for 20 miles on course 070 true, we shaped a 
course to put us 15 miles off Resolution Island. 


On July 27 we arrived off Resolution Island after steaming through open 
ice and clear water under conditions of poor visibility. 


At Resolution Island visibility improved and ice could be seen extending 
to the horizon in a southerly direction. Ice also was close inshore at Resolution 
Island consequently a course of 270 true was laid for Cape Hopes Advance along 
the northern edge of the field ice. We encountered some strings of ice and 
numerous bergs and growlers were visible in the open water on our northern side. 


On July 28, from Cape Hopes Advance to Wakeham Bay, open water 
extended 20 to 25 miles off the southern shore with many bergs and growlers. 


July 31 on our way back to Resolution Island, ice was still 20 miles off shore 
along the southern coast with numerous bergs along this northern side of the 
Strait and some strings of ice were encountered off Gabriel Strait prior to our 
arrival Resolution Island on August 1. 


Between August 1 and 7 we were anchored Acadia Cove and, when visibility 
permitted, many bergs and growlers could be seen drifting off Resolution Island. 
Occasionally fair sized pieces of ice drifted into Acadia Cove itself. 


Leaving Acadia Cove for Cape Hopes Advance on August 7 many bergs of 
various sizes along with growlers were sighted on both sides of course 270 true. 


On August 9 at daylight visibility was fair at Cape Hopes Advance and 
5 bergs could be seen within a distance of 10 miles in a north easterly direction 
and one berg was aground on the 27 fathom contour, near rock in Diana Bay. 
Between August 10 and 12 several small bergs and growlers were seen off Cape 
Hopes Advance. 
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On August 12 while at anchor Charles Island a large berg could be seen 
aground on the eastern end of Foreman Island in about 35 fathoms of water. 

From Charles Island to Erik Cove on August 13 ice was encountered 10 miles 
east of Erik Cove extending 4 to 8 miles off shore. This condition lasted until 
August 24. i ofa! sifoG Tio 

August 26 on our way across to Wotth naw only a few growlers were seen 
while on course 328 true. BESET See 

No ice was seen between Nottingham Island and Cape Hopes Advance 
on August 28 but on August 30 with good visibility 7 long, flat bergs could be 
seen 10 to 15 miles east and north of Cape Hopes Advance. 

On our way back to Nottingham and Southampton Islands on August 31 
no ice was seen west of Big Island nor was there any ice seen between Southamp- 
ton Island and Churchill where we arrived on September 5. 


As the C.G.S. McLean was in the western part of the Strait for the most 
part of September no ice was sighted and none was reported by ships in that 
vicinity. 

On September 30, in going to Resolution Island, 2 bergs were noticed 
aground in Diana Bay and a few bergs were seen in the center of the Strait. 


On October 1 with some bergs and growlers in sight we left Resolution 
Island for Quebec. On both October 1 and 2 we passed a number of bergs 
but on October 3 we sailed in fog as far as Belle Isle consequently no ice was 
sighted.

REPORT ON VOYAGE FROM MONTREAL TO CHURCHILL, 1946 


EXTRACTS FROM MAstTEr’s REPORT 


MontTREAL TO CARTWRIGHT: 


July 6. The Nascopie sailed from Montreal at 11.03 a.m. Except for 
five hours of fog and icebergs, steaming conditions were good and we arrived 
in Cartwright on July 11 at 7.05 a.m. 


CARTWRIGHT TO LAKE HARBourR: 

July 12. Sailing from Cartwright at 4.17 a.m. we encountered many 
bergs and growlers and about 80 miles from Cape Chidley much heavy ice forced 
us to steer much further to the eastward than usual. Heavy ice was met all 
the way and thick fog set in before we passed Resolution Island. No land was 
sighted until we were 80 miles from Lake Harbour where there was no ice at all. 
We arrived at Lake Harbour on July 18 at 6.03 a.m. 


LAKE HARBOUR TO SUGLUK: 


July 20. Sailing from Lake Harbour at 4.33 a.m. we met very heavy ice 
50 miles offshore and discovered that the ice was solidly packed between Charles 
Island and the shore which necessitated my taking the route north of the Island. 
We arrived at Sugluk after encountering much loose floe ice on July 21 at 6.10 a.m. 
Discharging was delayed here for six hours owing to a gale which suddenly 
sprang up. 


SuGLUK TO WOLSTENHOLME: 

July 22. Having received some adverse ice reports and in view of our 
being behind schedule, I decided to go to Wolstenholme to avoid two crossings 
of the Straits which were obviously full of ice. A few hours of fog delayed our 
arrival there until July 23 at 4.20 a.m. 


WOLSTENHOLME TO CAPE Dorset: 

July 23. Sailing from Wolstenholme at 8.33 p.m. we met much scattered 
heavy pan ice but having clear weather we arrived at Cape Dorset on July 24 
at 8.44 p.m. 


Cape Dorset TO SOUTHAMPTON ISLAND: 

July 25. Sailing from Cape Dorset at 12.24 p.m. I took the route north of 
Salisbury Island as I knew from reports that the route south of Nottingham 
Island was full of ice. We met practically no ice at all until we arrived at 
Southampton Island on July 27 at 7.18 a.m. 


SouTHAMPTON ISLAND TO CAPE SMITH: 

July 30. Sailing from Southampton Island at 12.11 p.m. we met very 
little ice until our arrival at Cape Smith. Here, many large pans floating in 
and out of the anchorage with the tide impeded the discharge of cargo as the 
scows were sometimes held ashore, being unable to round the ice pans with 
safety. We arrived at Cape Smith on July 31 at 8.17 p.m. 


Care SmitH To Port HARRISON: 

August 1. At 7.13 p.m. we sailed from Cape Smith in dense fog which 
remained with us all the way to within 14 miles of Port Harrison. Shortly 
after leaving Cape Smith we ran into heavy close packed ice which, in con- 
junction with the dense fog, made progress very difficult indeed and at night 
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impossible. I may say I have never seen such heavy ice in Hudson Bay before. 
The ice remained close packed and heavy until the very entrance of Port Harrison 
which, luckily enough, was clear and discharging of cargo was not impeded. 
We arrived at Port Harrison on August 8 at 5.25 p.m. 


Port HARRISON TO CHURCHILL: 

We left Port Harrison on August 11 at 4.32 p.m. and ran out of the heavy 
ice about midnight, thereafter we met no more ice. We arrived at Churchill 
on August 14 at 10.30 a.m. and waited outside for four hours until the tide 
suited our entering. 
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5.8. ESSEX TRADER 
REPORT BY CAPTAIN H. L. YOUNG, MASTER 


During the outward voyage fine weather was experienced and the first 
iceberg was sighted in approximately latitude 58 degrees 30 minutes north and 
longitude 42 degrees west. From this position scattered icebergs were seen. 
In the Hudson Strait, during the outward and homeward voyages numerous 
icebergs were observed. Great precaution must be used in this Strait, as the 
icebergs are on the track vessels must take. Once the vessel is clear of the 
Hudson Strait and enters Hudson Bay, there is no danger of icebergs. 


The D.F. Stations gave us excellent bearings and 'the vessel’s position could 
be accurately obtained at any time. From my experience, I should say the only 
danger on this run is the numerous icebergs and if great precaution is taken and 
the vessel is stopped during fog patches, the risk of striking an iceberg is indeed 
very slight. 


With reference to the weather, we were fortunate in having a slight sea and 
fog patches were experienced from approximately longitude 45 degrees west 
until we entered Hudson Bay. 


Port Churchill—Vessels proceeding to Port Churchill to load grain should 
have on board two good coir springs fore and aft, as the tides alongside the 
loading berths are very strong. On my first visit, three ships broke away 
from their forward moorings. The loading facilities at Port Churchill are 
excellent but vessels are slowed up owing to the shortage of trimmers.

ExTRACT oF REPORT FROM THE MASTER 


Approach.—Although the grain elevator can be seen at a distance of about 
fifteen miles, it is very difficult to pick out the entrance, numerous inlets 
resembling the entrance makes it rather confusing for a first voyager. Fort 
Prince of Wales, to the northward of the entrance is a good landmark once 
you know its location. 


Magnetic Disturbance.—Considerable magnetic influence is experienced on 
the magnetic compass in the Hudson Bay on approaching Churchill, and also 
along the Hudson Strait, which at times makes it impossible to check the compass 
deviation, owing to the constant swinging of the card. 


Ice.—Numerous large bergs and growlers were encountered off Cape Farewell 
and the south west coast of Greenland, for a distance of about a hundred miles 
westward, apparently having drifted down the Davis Strait along the west coast. 
From there on to the Hudson Strait was clear of ice. On approaching the Hudson 
Strait numerous bergs and field ice were reported west of Cape Chidley in the 
Strait, making out of Ungava Bay. Ice patrol vessel N. B. McLean advised 
steer close to Resolution Island and along the north shore of the Strait where 
bergs were less frequent. Numerous large bergs were sighted in the Strait, 
and a small patch of field ice encountered on approaching Nottingham Island. 
No ice was seen or reported across the Hudson Bay on the Churchill route from 
Nottingham Island. The same was experienced on the homeward passage, 
although field ice was reported drifting out of the bay between Mansel Island 
and Wolstenholme, caused by a couple of days wind from the south west, but 
was not sighted. The bergs in the Hudson Strait differ considerably in appearance 
from those of the Davis Strait. Those of the Hudson Strait were nearly all flat 
topped, very white, and resembling huge masses of snow, whereas the bergs off 
Greenland were towering in height, with rugged peaks of bluish green colour, 
and appeared to be of more solid ice. 


Weather and Navigation.—The usual fog was experienced, but it appeared 
to be more patchy and of less duration than that experienced on the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland. The ice patrol ship N. B. McLean which patrols the 
Strait from Chidley to Hudson Bay will give very useful aids to navigation, report- 
ing the position of ice in the Strait, and will advise the best course to steer to clear 
any ice. This vessel enters the Strait in July, services the lighthouses, cali- 
brates the Radio D.F. Stations, and remains in the Strait until mid October, 
when the season of navigation closes. Direction Finding Stations on Resolution 
Island, Cape Hopes Advance, and Nottingham Island are very obliging in giving 
as many bearings, free of charge, as may be required, and will also report on ice 
and weather conditions in the Strait. The weather in Churchill itself during 
our stay there was very pleasant and warm, temperatures varying from 60 to 
70 degrees F during the day and 40 to 52 during the night.

The vessel is equipped with a patent towing winch furnished with both steel 
wire and manila towing hawsers, a searchlight, two 7-ton derricks and two 
motor launches. 


She also carries a diver and complete diving apparatus and the following 
salvage gear:— 
1 Dake centrifugal pump, 10 inch. 
1 Smart Turner centrifugal pump, 8 inch. 
1 Duplex pump, 6 inch.

These pumps are completely equipped with flexible suction and discharge 
pipes, foot valves, syphons, etc., and all necessary auxiliaries. 


One hundred and fifty feet of bronze flexible steam hose with connections, 
patching gear, shores, turnbuckles and all necessary tools are also provided. 


The vessel is provided with a gyro compass, recording echo sounder, radio- 
telegraph, radiotelephone and radar apparatus. 


The N. B. McLean is normally in Hudson Strait from the opening to the 
close of navigation each year and maintains constant watch on 500 ke (600 
metres), call sign CGSN.

..A large mass of floating ice. 


A small floe or piece of ice that can be forced aside or slewed. 
A large body of ice that may be seen around. 
Ice frozen fast to the shore. 


Small pieces of ice closed together and held by the pressure 
of ice and currents. 


A peculiar pale yellow reflection on the sky indicating the 
presence of ice in the distance. 


A large body of solid ice extending across the whole sea 
and through which it is impossible to advance. 


Detached ice that can be worked through. Ice is said to 
be slacking when it begins to open up so as to be navigable. 


.A strip of navigable water opening into the pack. 


Rough, uneven or thick ice. 
Snow afloat and forming into ice. 


A dark or bluish appearance of the sky indicating open 
water beyond the ice pack. 


Occurs when two pans meet with force either by the action 
of winds or currents, the edges are broken off and either 
rise on top of or pass under the body of the other. 


A more or less washed and rounded lump of ice which rolls 
about in the water; formed from broken-up bergs or 
detached pieces of heavy old Arctic floe ice. 


The margin of ice frozen fast to an island or shore, present- 
ing an abrupt wall against which the floating ice rises 
and falls with the tide. 
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
